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Continuation of 10. Other; Upon further review of applicants comments during the interview and subsequent amendment after final, it is 
this examiner's position that Beukes continues to anticipate applicant's device. During the interview, applicant based patentability of his 
device on the fact that Beukes device is ignited after reaching a predetermined threshhold while applicant's device ignited after a second 
time interval has elapsed. However, to ignite the device of Beukes based on a predetermined voltage threshhold would inherently include 
a time interval. Therefore, applicant's claim to invention based on a second time interval is not novel in view of Beukes.. 
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
